Although the world at large | 
still regards the manpower | 
ef the Soviet Union as ine 
haustible, in fact it is nothing | 
of the kind: and the man- 
power demands of the new 
industrial society face the 
Soviet leadership with one of 
its most urgent and difficult 
problems. Russia can no long. 
er afford to squander its hu- 
man material as Stalin 
squandered it for so long. A 
country desperately short of 
skilled labour can no longer 
afford to work its potentially 
most useful citizens to death 
in labour camps. One day it 
may be shown that the po- 
pulation problem which calls 
for the most intelligent use 
of the available labour force 
if it ig to be solved at all, 
has had as much to do with 
the post-Stalin thaw as other 
purely political considerations.
